They. are getting bills for military operations 
and are afraid to pass them on to the taxpayer. 
They need soldiers abroad and they cannot afford 
to post casualty lists of conscripts in their home 
towns. They have provided the colors of Asia and 
Africa with knowledge of modern warfare and with 
knowledge and possession of modern arms. Any 
one of the European nations is willing to take 
prompt advantage of any military misfortune or

If he 
ig allowed to live there is always the chance that 
he will be released or escape to reproduce further 
his rotten kind to rape and murder. The jury

No trouble has been made for the United States 
yet in the Philippines, but that is not saying it 
will not be. Russia would like nothing better. By 
keeping the Philippines the United States has a 
foot in the Asiatic door and a bayonet may be 
jabbed through the opening. America also may find 
that the first requisite of keeping colonies and 
dependencies is the strength to keep them. And 
then it should be worth while. As we hold the 
Philippines they are not worth while and if 100,000 
or 200,000 men have to be sent across to put down 
sovietized uprisings these men at least will say it 
is not worth while.

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THE “ANTI” TYPE. 
N every community there is a small 
group of people who oppose vac- 
cination against smalipox, typhoid 
fever, and diphtheria. ‘They make 
trouble for health departments. They 
add to the expense of the control of 
diseases which the public fears, and also 
add to the dangers from contagion which 
the public suffers. I quote the follow- 
ing description of the kind of mind 
ssed by the people of this group. 
This description is taken from the presi- 
dential address before a health officecs’ 
society made by Dr. C. K. Millard of 
Leicester,, England : 

“Yet when we came to study them 
the adherents of these different move- 
ments have certain special attributes in 
common, and there is, in fact, a specific 
‘anti’ type of human character. 

“ As evidence of this view we have the 
fact so frequently observed of the same 
individual supplying a plurality of ‘ anti ’ 
movements. 


—_ 

“It ts not necessary, nor would it be 
scientific, to attempt to give a complete 
definition of an ‘anti,’ for he is, after 
all, but a clinical type. Suffice it to 
describe a few of his leading character- 
istics. 

“His most striking characteristic is 
his independence. This is the keynote of 
his character. The ‘anti’ is nothing if 
not heterodox and his respect for author- 
ity as authority is distinctly So 
far from his being prejudiced in favor 
of the views of the majority his sympa- 
thies are usually with those of the minor- 
ity, and if the minority is a small one, 
so much the better. One said to me: 
‘Majorities are always wrong.’ 

2. 

“ Other characteristics are: Enthusi- 
asm, conviction, perseverance,  self- 
reliance, self-denial. The last named is 
present in a marked degree in most tee- 
totalers and vegetarians. The altruism 
of the ‘anti’ can scarcely be questioned. 
With hardly an exception he has no 
selfish interest to serve in the pursuit of 
his cause; and he is not infrequently 
at a distinct wordly disadvantage in 
consequence of it. The ‘anti’ will carry 
his self-sacrifice to the extent of martyr- 
dom. 

“ Also, the true ‘anti’ is nothing if not 
militant. Egoism and self-conceit are 
among his most frequent faults. He ‘has 
@ great tendency to run into extremes 
and he has a weakness for controversy.’

Another explanation of the multiple 
‘anti’ is that once a man has become 
convinced that an orthodox view, sup-

thority, is erroneous, he loses faith in 
authority in much the same way as we 
distrust a person whom we have once 
detected telling an untruth. 

“The ‘anti’ is not popular. But that 
has its compensations. He can count on 
the admiration and sympathy of almost 
all other ‘ antis.’” 

Dr. Millard follows this description of 
the “anti” as a group with a brief dis-

ADVICE TO A DIABETIC. 

xX. Y. Z. writes: I have had diabetes 
twelve or thirteen years. Doctor put 
me on a diet and left out sweets, putting 
me on saccharin which I used freely. 
Sugar in urine disappeared. He put me 
back on sugar; still no sugar in urine. 
About a year ago, I developed ptosis of 
the right eye. Doctor gave me examina- 
tion and said my whole system was 
loaded with sugar. He put me back on 
saccharin, and am using it pretty freely 
again. About what would be the limit? 
Please advise as to diet and saccharin. 


REPLY. 

You sem to have a mild, rather easily 
controlled case of diabetes. It is possible 
that you have never been free from it, since 
it began twelve or thirteen years ago. There 
may be an excess of sugar in the blood, even 
though the urine shows none. In such 
cases, blood examination makes the diag- 
nosis. Your diet should contain no bread 
or cereal, and very little food containing 
etarch or sugar. Gluten and casein breads 
should replace ordimary bread, just as you 
use saccharin to replace sugars. But the 
dieting of a diabetic is far too complicated 
to be covered in this space. Get some smal! 
book, such as the one by Joslin or that by 
Huddleson, and follow it.

CHICAGO'S GROWTH. 
{Sioux City (la.) Journal.) 

The announcement that Chicago has passed the 
3,000,000 mark, and is now in a close race with Paris 
for fourth position in the list of the world’s largest 
cities is interesting for two reasons. It shows a 

ous growth and it also gtves a promise of 
future expansion. Chicago is young, but today it is a 
sturdy giant among the world’s largest cities, with, 
perhaps, a better opportunity for growth than any of 
them. 
In 1840 Chicago’s population was 4,479. The town 
was not laid out until 1830, less than 100 years ago. 
New York was then more than two centuries old, and 
had a population of 202,589. New York was a flour- 
ishing city long before the site of Chicago was marked 
as a trading post and known as Fort Dearborn. After 
ite settlement, Chicago remained a small city for 
only a short time. In 1870 it had a population of 
nearly 300,000, Within a little more than half a cen- 
tury it has increased in millions until now it rivals 
Paris and threatens eventually to outgrow and sur- 
pass New York, the metropolis of the western hemi- 
sphere and the second largest city in the world. 
Chicago is considered by many students of civiliza- 
tion, sociology and economy to have far the best 
chance for expansion of any city in America if not 
in the world. Its natural advantages for growth are 
better than those of New York. It is closer to the 
center of population, of industrial activity, of agri- 
culture and of transportation. Eventually, tt will 
surpass New York asa seaport. In time the St. 
Lawrence seaway will be a fact instead of a theory. 
That will bring ocean shipping to Chicago with the 
result that shipments of agricultural products for a 
radius of hundreds of miles east, west and south wil! 
find their way thither. Chicago, an important trade 
center now and already the largest railroad termina! 
j in the United States, also is close to and identified 
with important manufacturing interests. As the years 
pass and world trade is again flowing smoothly,
